tho untiring vigilance o f the o fficials o f 
the wo o ds and fo rrests, and o f keepers 
emplo y ed by the vario us ho lders o f land 
and sho o ting, who killed, in tho co urse 
o f the y ear 140,29 9 head o f vermin, and 
119 ,69 1 birds o f prey . 
The vermin 
co mprised 8 4,301 fo x es, 27,108 sto ats, 
23,578 weasels, 5,475 martens, 5,375 
po lecats, 5,051 badgers, 4,09 2 o tter, 665 
wild cats. 
Up to the present time, 
cro ws and magpies havo 
no t been 
ranked as birds o f prey , but they will 
>o in future, as it is fo und they do an 
eno rmo us amo unt o f damage. 
There 
are very few wo lves in Prussia, o nly 
o ur having been killed; and it is a 
curio us fact that tho German wo lves 
seemed to havo fo llo wed tho Go rman 
army , almo st en ma sse, into France, 
during the winter o f 18 70, and to have 
remained there. 
In tho pro vinces o f 
Alsace and Lo rraine, the number o f 
wo lves killed during the y ear was 37, 
in additio n to 2,68 0 fo x es, and 152 wild­ 
cats.

It was known that in Friday’s messag e the 
g ov ernor would reproach the senate for fail­ 
ing to act upon a larg e number of nomina­ 
tions made by him during 
the session, and 
the Republicans determined not to hav e the 
messag e read. 
Ju st before the g ov ernor’s 
secretary made his 
appearance, Senator 
Raines (Rep.) mov ed td adjourn. The roll 
call had b^g un on the motion when the g ov ­ 
ernor’s messag e arriv ed. 
The Democrats 
accused Raines of 
intending to freeze 
out the messag e, and demanded that the 
document be receiv ed. Raines insisted that 
nothing was in order ex cept to finish the roll 
call. The presiding officer, Lieutenant Gov ­ 
ernor Jones, ordered the senate clerk to re­ 
ceiv e the messag e and read it. 
The clerk re­ 
fused to do so. 
The wildest confusion ensued, senators on 
both sides fairly howling in their ex citement. 
Lieutenant Gov ernor Jones sent his priv ate 
secretary to the g ov ernor’s secretary for the 
messag e, and ag ain ordered the clerk to read 
it. 
The clerk ag ain ig nored the order, 
whereupon the lieutenant g ov ernor, amid 
the ang ry cries of the Republicans and the 
applause of the Demorats, calmly read the 
messag e throug h, thoug h not a word could 
be heard abov e the din. 
Cries of “ We will 
hav e you ,r-peached” were hoard from the 
Republican b.de as the lieutenant g ov ernor 
finished the reading . Sev eral Republican 
senators then made v iolent speeches, threat­ 
ening impeachment and denouncing the 
lieutenant g ov ernor’s action as tho most ar­ 
bitrary v iolation of parliamentary law ev er 
witnessed in a leg islativ e body. One Demo­ 
cratic senator v ig orously defended the pre­ 
siding officer and thanked him for refusing 
to allow a bulldozing party trick to be car­ 
ried out. The lieutenant g ov ernor attempted 
to make an ex planation of his course, but 
was howled at so v ig orously that he could 
not proceed. 
The Republicans then beg an to leav e the 
chamber. The lieutenant g ov ernor appealed 
to tho courtesy of the senators to hear him, 
but the membors of the majority filed out 
without heeding his words. 
Finally the lieu­ 
tenant g ov ernor stated that, being denied the 
opportunity to ex plain, he would simply 
stand by his action, which he considered 
proper.

cipitate war between the two countries. 
Ev en teleg raph reports, spread far and wide, 
that the German g ov ernment had ordered 
the release of the commissary and g iv en sat­ 
isfactory assurance« to France, caused but a 
slig ht reaction but did not dissipate the fears 
of war and the belief that the approach of 
settled weather wiU witness the sudden com­ 
mencement of the long -threatened strug g le. 
A Paris special states that Prince Bismarck’s 
speech, criticising tho attitude of French 
political circles in relation to a Russian alli­ 
ance, has made a bad impression. 
State­ 
ments were current that althoug h no formal 
treaty between France and Russia had been 
proposed, considerable prog ress bad been 
made toward a definite understanding in the 
ev ent of war breaking out between France 
and Germany, Austria and Russia, or Russia 
and Great Britain. 
Reg arding Russo-Eng lish relations it is 
learned from Vienna that the Russian press 
is urg ing the czar to adv ance the Russian 
boundaries in central Asia before Eng land is 
better prepared. The annex ation of Afg han­ 
istan is at least openly adv ocated. 
It is rep­ 
resented that Bokhara and Afg hanistan are 
the last buffers remaining between British 
and Russian Asia, and that the first is al­ 
ready under Russian influence, and the ab­ 
sorption of the latter should be accomplished 
while the ameer is confronted with internal 
difficulties on ev ery side.

One 
case was dev eloped of a physician hav ing a 
policy on the life of a patient for $10,000. 
He appeared as medical ex aminer on the ap­ 
plication and certified to the death. 
The testimony taken g oes to show con­ 
clusiv ely that nine out of ten persons in­ 
sured in these companies had made no appli­ 
cation, nor were they aware that such in 
surance had been placed on their liv es. 
The 
insurance was g enerally taken out by some 
beneficiary, who forg ed the sig nature to the 
application, 
paid 
the 
assessments, and 
pocketed the money paid at death. In many 
cases companies hav e insured persons liv ing 
in C anada, Germany, Eng land and Sweden, 
sim ply that tho ag ent and officers mig ht reap 
the assessm ent percentag e and the bene 
ficiary drew the policy.

The ad v ance mad e latterly in respect 
to a knowled ge of earthqu ake phenom­ 
ena may be illu strated by a single point. 
Tho record ed rato of motion of the 
earthqu akes of history v aries from 300 
to 900 meters per second . 
The d ata 
u pon the Charleston d isasters prov e 
conclu siv ely that its earth wav es trav ­ 
eled between 4,000 and 5 ,000 meters per 
second , while French jou rnals at hand 
containing 
observ ations 
u pon 
the 
Riv iera shocks gav e rates almost as 
high. 
It is not su pposed that mod ern 
earthqu akes are more onergetic than 
their pred ecessors, bu t it is certain that 
mod ern method s and opportu nities giv e 
safer resu lts.

A Ro y a l Dinner. 
Mr. Granv ille, in his d iary , giv es the 
following accou nt of his interv iew with 
Emperor Napoleon III. on the 26 th of 
Ju ne, 18 8 5 : 
Yesterd ay morning arriv ed an inv ita­ 
tion to d ine at the Tu ileries the same 
ev ening. 
I wrent there, was u shered 
into a room with eight or ten men in it, 
none of whom I knew ex cept Cou nt 
Bacciochi, whom I had met at Fou ld ’s 
the d ay before—three in u niform, the 
rest in plain clothes. 
A man, whom I 
su pposed to be tho aid e-d e-camp d e 
serv ice, came forward to receiv e me, 
and inv ited me to sit d own. 
Presently 
the same, or another man, came and 
said : 
“Milord ” (they all 
milord ed 
me), vo n s vo u s mettrez a ta b le 
, s 11 
n o u s p la it 
, a co te d e VEmp ereu r a sa 
d ro iie. 
I was then taken into the nex t 
room, which ad joins the cabinet of the 
Emperor. 
In a few minu tes His Maj­ 
esty mad e his appearance; he immed i­ 
ately came u p to me, bow’ed v ery civ ­ 
illy , and asked mo the u su al qu estions 
of when I came to Paris, etc. 
In a 
minu te d inner was annou nced , and we 
went in. 
As we went in, he said to m e: 
LTmp era trice sera b ien fa vh ee d e n e 
vo u s a vo ir p a s vu . 
At d inner, which 
d id not last abov e twenty -fiv e minu tes, 
he talked (a sort of d ropping conv ersa­ 
tion on d ifierent su bjects, and I fou nd 
him so easy to get on with that I v en­ 
tu red to start topics my self. 
After d in­ 
ner we retu rned to the room we had 
left, and after coffee, seeing me staring 
abou t at tho portraits, he said all his 
lamilv were there, and he told me -who 
they all were and the history of these 
>ortraits, which, he said , had mad e the 
tou r of the world . 
After this lie asked 
mo to sit d own, which I d id at a rou nd 
table by his sid e, and M. Visconti ou 
the other sid e of me, and then we had 
a conv ersation which lasted at least an 
hou r and a half, on ev ery imaginable 
su bject. 
It was impossible not to be 
stru ck with his simplicity , Id s being so 
natu ral and totally withou t au air of as­ 
su mption of greatness, thou gh not u n­ 
d ignified , bu t perfectly co mme il fa u tt 
with ex cellent manners, and easy , pleas­ 
ant, flu ent conv ersation. 
I was stru ck 
with his air of tru th and frankness. 


T he strength and tou ghness that fire­ 
brick acqu ires in the bu rning aro the 
resu lt of fritting; the alu minu m silicate 
frits with impu rities and with silica, 
and an ex cess of the latter prev ents the 
fritting particles from rend ering the 
mass too d ense or brittle.

A m eth o d of prod u cing a screw or 
bolt, which is ad apted to receiv e a nu t, 
hav ing either a right or left-hand ed 
screw-thread , consists of forming a 
blank hav ing two opposite arc-shaped 
portions and intermed iate flattened por­ 
tions, in cu tting a threat u pon su ch 
blank, and in su bsequ ently chamfering 
portions of the thread by means of d ios. 
The State of Tex as, which is abou t 
completing its new capitol, will cov er 
it with copper, u sing abou t 8 00 squ ares. 
For bu ild ings owned by tho people, not 
by ind iv id u als, copper is said to be far 
the cheapest roofing; for althou gh more 
ex pensiv e in first cost, it ex ceed s all 
other in d u rability , and d oes not re­ 
qu ire painting or other repairs if ap­ 
plied properly . 
W ithin the limits of belting 
and 
shafting ov erhead , or shafting in any 
d irection or all d irections, u nd ergrou nd 
power may be read ily transmitted , bu t 
when the attempt is mad e to send 
steams for power or for heating, it is 
qu ite probable that it will be fou nd 
economy to make the coal into gas and 
transmit that to points to be consu med 
u nd er boilers and water heaters to su p- 
>ly steam on the premises.—Po wer. 
The v erv rapid progress which has 
been mad e within recent y ears in the 
manu factu re and treatment of steel, 
and in the inv estigation of other prop­ 
erties of other alloy s of iron than those 
with carbon, and the influ ence of impu ­ 
rities on tho properties of steel, ha re left 
all ou r tex t-books so far behind that a 
work intelligently record ing ou r pres­ 
ent practice,and collecting and analy zing 
the scattered information ex isting in 
pu blic and priv ate record s, has been 
greatly need ed . 
To d eter m in e whether wool is present 
or absent in a piece of good s, a solu ­ 
tion of picric acid may be employ ed , 
which instantly imparts a fu ll y ellow 
tint to the wool, bu t d oes not in the 
least affect cotton, linen, or China 
grass, so that it is only necessary to im­ 
merse the fabric in the d y e, wring it ou t 
and wash well with water; shou ld any 
portion remain of the y ellow color, the 
presence of wool is ind icated . 
Of 
cou rse a closer d iscrimination is afford ed 
by the microphone. 
A ser ies of tests hav e recently been 
mad e by Dr. Fischer, the well-known 
German chemist, showing that in ord i­ 
nary d omestic stov es, in u se not more 
than 20 per cent, of fu el consu med is 
really u tilized for warming the rooms, 
whereas with stov es bu rning gas, 8 0 
per cent, and more of the possible ef­ 
fect is obtained . 
In a su gar manu fac­ 
tory at Elsd orf, it is stated no steam 
engines hav e been u sed for sev eral 
y ears. 
Gas is mad e at a cost of abou t 
lOd per 1,000 cu bic feet, and is u sed for 
lighting and d riv ing steam engines. At 
the Essen Works, water gas is mad e at 
a cost of 4d . to 8cl. per 1,000 feet, and 
serv es both for lire and lighting.

ranks higher in health and lo ngevity 
than man. 
And altho ugh fro m 4 to 5 
per cent, mo re males are bo rn, wo men 
are generally in predo minance, o ften 
fro m 2 to 6 per cent.

made 
reco rds fo r fo rty -five y ears which dis­ 
tinguish the to tal abstainers and the 
mo derate drinkers. 
Drunkards they 
uo no t insure at all. 
The care with 
which lives are selected fo r insurance 
results in a smaller rate o f mo rtality 
amo ng the insured than in the entire 
po pulatio n. 
This gain was but slight 
amo ng tho se classed as mo derate drink­ 
ers, fo r their mo rtality was o nly 3 per 
cent, less than the average mo rtality . 
But amo ng the to tal abstainers it was 
: per cent less. 
Thus the pro po rtio n 
o f deaths amo ng mo derate drinkers 
co mpared to that o f to tal abstainers is
